Memories of the Old Days 


By Albert 8. Partridge 


My previous articles told what 
the boys did in winter. Now let’s 
see what was “cooking" in the 
summer. One of my earliest boy- 
hood memories is of “swimming" 
In Laundry Brook. We boys from 
Newton Corner didn’t know it

Park, as far as Mill Street. A 
good sized tree had fallen across 
the brook, ’just above the bridge 
where Newtonville Avenue went 
over the stream, and there was a 
pool at that spot. With only a few

There were no 
houses then anywhere near, on 
either of these streets, and now 
considerable timber and most of 
the underbrush has been cut 
away. If you take a walk today 
through the present paths, and 
will visualize the former virgin 
condition, you can get some idea 
of the forest we were then play- 
ing in. 

For fear of getting lost, we 
blazed a trail on the trees, and 
decided we had found a hidden 
spot to build some sort of a camp.

to hang our clothes on a hickory 
tree and get Into the refreshing 
water. 

Laundry Brook, now almost 
wholly underground, and the out- 
let of Bulloughs Pond, came into 
these woods about half way be- 
tween Newtonville Avenue and 
Cabot Street. It was joined there 
by a much smaller brook named 
Edmands, which is the one we 
boys followed up through the 
woods. This small brook ran back 
easterly at Cabot Street and 


ped with hatchets, and follow- 
ing our trail, we were soon on 
the brow of high land overlook- 
ing a valley. We even built a sec- 
ret cache in the hut, where tools 
were left for our next visit. Sec- 
luded as the place was, we cer- 
tainly were captains of all we 
surveyed. We knew nothing 
about forest conservation, but I 
guess the few saplings used in 
establishing our camp, did not 
affect the Newton water §hed. 

Many happy hours were spent 
in and around our forest home, 
and there was one marshy spot 


came from Edmands Pond in the undergrowth, 


which we knew no human being, 
except ourselves, had ever pene- 
trated. In it there grew many 
cat-o-nine-tails, and we kept our 
families supplied yearly with 
these blooms. 

Every summer there were gyp- 
sies, of the Stanley clan I be- 
lieve who came to these woods 
and pitched their tents. The men 
traded in horses and the women 
made baskets which they ped- 


dled from house to house. We 
stopped and watched this basket 
weaving and sometimes met the 
women and children filling their 
pails at Indian Spring. 

As to the beauties of nature 
found in these woods, we spent 
an occasional afternoon there un- 
der the adult guidance of a Miss 
Hitchcock, gathering wild flow- 
ers, and gaining a knowledge of 
and interest in the outdoors, 
which has continued with us ov- 
er the years. We knew the shad- 
ed marsh spots where the long 
stem English Violets and jack 
in the pulpits grew, and the 
places to find the dog tooth vio- 
lets. Then on the sunny side of 
rising ground we knew the sandy 
soil meant violets of the horse 
shoe variety. We nibbled water 
cress from the brook, and if dar- 
ed by any of the boys, would bite 
ilnto the root of a jack in the pul- 
pit. But it would be only a bite, 
as the hot puckery taste was not 
conducive to keeping the pulp 
in our mouth but for a few sec- 
onds. Skunk cabbage was plenti- 
ful in the marshy places, but as 
far as I can remember we never 
made any use of it as a food, or 
decoration! We knew the various 
trees by name and by saving 
cross sections from small limbs 
were able to carry home many 
samples for our collections.

An- 
other cost cutting feature in the 
Governor’s message is a series 
of debt reduction deals, which are 
along the same lines as those 
contained in a bill already filed 
by Representative Gibbons of 
Stoneham, the Republican Floor 
Leader. 

There are still quite ,a few 
folks who feel that the people 
v/ho should pay for any com- 
modity including transportation, 
are those people* who use it. All 
we need is a few politicians with 
courage enough to bear that 
point in mind. 

It is doubtful whether < r not 
the Democrats from districts 
not served by the M.T.A. will buy 
the lush scheme presented on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Senator Lee, along with Rep- 
resentative Whitmore and two 
others, filed a tax bill which was 
heard Wednesday morning, and 
which was well received. If the 
measure is passed, the results 
would be to exempt two thou- 
sand dollars of income annually 
from state taxation regardless 
of whether the money was 
earned by labor or by invest- 
ment. As it stands now, every 
dime received from investments 
is taxable. It is really a poor 
folk’s bill and will result, if en- 
acted, in a great saving to 
elderly people who are living on 
small fixed incomes.

News From The State Hous6

The highlight of the week was 
Governor Dever's message on the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority. 
He spoke for 45 mlnutc.s before 
crowded galleries and a Joint 
Session of the Senate and House 
of Representatives. His me.ssage 
asked for the continuation of tlje 
10 cent fare. Proposed several 
methods to be used to cut the 
deficit by using $1,900,000 of 
the State gasoline tax monty for 
maintenance of lines. He would 
remove deficits from the tax 
bills of 14 .cities and towns and 
create a $2,000,000 reserve fund. 
Save $500,000 In snow removal 
costs— with cities and towns pay- 
ing the MTA for clearing high- 
ways now done for nothing. Save 
$1,575,000 by exempting the 
MTA from all taxes. The Gov- 
ernor mentioned several other 
methods to save the MTA from 
a deficit so as to continue the 
10 cent fare. 

One of the most controversial 
points in his program is the 
.spending of gasoline tax money 
for the maintenance of rapid 
transit lines which directly ben- 
efits the motorists. This money 
Is used solely for the purpose of 
construction, reconstruction, re- 
pair of public highways and 
bridges according to a law pass- 
ed by the Legislature. The Gov- 
ernor now asks the Legislature 
to appropriate this money from 
the highway fund— the amount 
necessary to meet the cost of 
maintaining the MTA. The Gov- 
ernor’s Council held their reg- 
ular meeting on Wednesday. 
They postponed action on the 
1948 deficit of the MTA pending 
legislative consideration of the 
Governor’s program. The Coun- 
cil under routine procedure 
would send the deficit figure 
along to the State Treasurer 
who would then as.sess it upon 
the 14 cities and towns which 
they would be required to put in 
on their 1949 tax bills. The quota 
for our deficit in the City of 
Newton would be around $63,000 
which in turn add about $1.00 
upon our tax assessment. Public 
hearings before the Commiyce 
on Metropolitan Affairs on the 
Governor’s address are set for 
next Wednesday, March 16. 

A crowd of over 300 interest- 
ed spectators mostly elderly peo- 
ple attended the hearing before 
the Committee on Legal Affairs 
asking the Legislature to abolish 
medical experimentation on 
dogs and cats in this state. 
George R. Farnum, representing 
Ihe New England Anti-Vivisec- 
tlon Society led the protest 
against practices as cruel and 
inhumane treatment to pets. He 
pleaded that this state should be 
the first to show progress by 
passing a law forbidding ex- 
perimentation on animals. Dr. 
John S. Conlin, director, Massa- 
chusetts Medical Society, warn- 
ed the legislative committee that 
if experimentation on dogs and 
cats were not continued that it 
would halt medical progress in 
Massachusetts and in fact upon 
the entire country. Dr. Conlin 
denied any cruel or inhumane 
treatment to animals in exper- 
imentation. There will be other 
hearings on Anti-Vivisection be- 
fore this committee on March 23. 

Ma.ssachusetts layoffs of work- 
ers will be studied at a public 
hearing before the committee on 
Labor and Industries Tuesday, 
March 15. All layoffs of lOO or 
more would be investigated by 
the committee. The New Haven 
Railroad had laid off numerous 
employees which gives cause for 
this investigation. 

A petition filed by Senator 
Richard H. Lee and Rep. How- 


ard WhltifioiT, Jr., H. 1230, that 
exemptions and deduc\ops from 
taxation of incomes he applied 
to income received from an- 
nuities and certain intangibles. 
This bill will give $2,000 exemp- 
tion from the State Income Tax 
to people who arc dependent on 
income from investments. Sen- 
ator Lee and Rep. Whitmore 
spoke in favor of the bill stating 
it ought to pass. Several wom- 
en’s clubs and members of the 
House and Senate were in fa- 
vor of the bill. Similar bills have 
been filed before but this bill is 
new and carefully redrafted.

Telephone Eamings 
Show Decrease 

— o — • 

Although higher in dollars than 
in 1947, the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Compan’s 
1948 earnings on Invested capital 
fell from 4.05 to 3.98 percent due 
to increased capital obligations 
occasioned by expansion to meet 
service demands, according to the 
company’s annual report for 1948 
issued Wednesday. This rate of 
return on Invested capital was 
the lowest In over 50 years, the 
report said. 

Characterizing 1948 as the most 
active year in the company’s his- 
tory, the report points to record- 
breaking expenditures of $96>/i 
million on gross construction. 
Eighteen new buildings and 12 
additions to existing buildings 
were completed and extensive 
additions were made to operat- 
ing facilities, including 2,000 
more long distance circuits. 

For service improvement and 
development, 90,000 more tele- 
phones were changed to dial op- 
eration, the dialing of long dis- 
tance calls by operators was ex- 
tended and radiotelephone serv- 
ice was inaugurated on moving 
railroad trains. Special facilities 
were provided to form a network 
of local television circuits to link 
television stations with regional 
Bell System networks. 

Telephones In service increas- 
ed during the year by 102,053 for 
a total of 2,132,405. 

Declaiing Improved eamings 
dependent upon telephone rates 
which take Into account the post- 
war increases In operating costs, 
the report said that rates are still 
low even though some adjusU 
ments were made in 1947 and 
1948. With reference to pending 
rate cases and to public recog- 
nition of the need for telephone 
service being furnished by a 
soundly financed organization, 
the report stated that low earn- 
ings, high debt ratio and stock 
selling below par make it im- 
perative that telephone rates be 
increased promptly.

A 49th State In '49 

The first step in the legislative process that should 
make Hawaii the forty-ninth state this year has been taken 
with unanimous approval by a subcommittee of the House 
Public Lands Committee of H.R. 49, the appropriately num- 
bered bill of Delegate Joseph Farrington. The question has 
been investigated so many times that the subcommittee 
spent little time on its hearing. Similar quick and unani- 
mous action was taken on an Alaskan statehood bill. 

There seems to be little question that the House again 
will approve statehood for Hawaii, as it did in the Eightieth 
Congress in 1947. It is to be hoped that the Senate also will 
find time this year to consider and approve. There is no 
valid reason why it should not. All the old arguments against 
statehood for the lovely islands that lie 2,400 miles off our 
west coast and over which the United States flag has 
flown for over fifty years have long since been worn thread- 
bare. The new one of communism is no more valid against 
Hawaii than it is against any present state. There may 
be some Communists in Hawaii. Senator Condon’s investi- 
gation last year failed to show that the movement had any 
importance in Hawaiian affairs. 

^ By every known standard Hawaii and its 520,000 in- 
habitants are well qualified to become the forty-ninth state 
of our Union, and to have in Congress spokesmen for their 
interests. Further delay would be an injustice to them that 
cannot be defended. The question as to Alaska is not so 
clear, but it also merit.s consideration.

Martha Logan calls our attention to an excellent supper cas- 
serole which you might try during the coming weeks. Take, the 
casserole In which this tasty egg-cheese dish is cooked direct 
to the table and serve it at Ite piping hot best and to save dish- 
washing. 

Your family is almost certain 
to And this combination of gold- 
en and white eggs baked in nests 
of crispy cheese cornflakes 
tempting to both the eyes and 
the palate. 

It offers a different flavor and 
a texture combination which you 
may want to repe^it often during 
the pre-Easter season and pos- 
sibly later in the year as well. 

To prepare, mix lightly corn- 
flakes, grated American cheese, 
paprika and mustard and bake 
in a moderate oven for 15 min- 
utes. Break eggs into nests' in 
mixture and flnish baking for 15 
to 20 minutes, or until the eggs 
are done. Serve with garnish of 
spiced peaches and watercress. 

Here are two tempting Lenten 
dishes.

In a previous article I told 
about coasting and skating in 
the winter and the fun we boys 
enjoyed during the summer in 
real woods which were then 
nearby. It goes without saying 
that we went to school and to 
church, and probably spent more 
hours per week then in attend- 
ance at each of those places, 
than the girls and boys do to- 
day, for we had two sessions 
every day through our Under- 
wood and Bigelow days. We 
paid attention to our three “R’s,” 
and gave thought to the serious 
side of youth, too. Sunday morn- 
ing found us in the family pew, 
followed by Sunday school, with 
Christian Endeavor at 6 o’clock, 
and sometimes the evening serv- 
ice. Friday evenings, when the 
grownups went to Prayer Meet- 
ing, we could visit our friends in 
the neighborhood, but were not 
supposed to attend dances. As 
there were no such things as 
movies, our parents did not have 
to worry on that score, as the 
only theatres were miles away 
in Boston, and no automobiles or 
trolleys for transportation, and 
it was seldom we ever went to 
Boston on the infrequent trains. 

With plenty of sleighing in the 
winters, we did have some “red 
letter” days while in Bigelow, 
when for Instance, instead of 
afternoon session the boys and 
girls were chaperoned by our 
teacher, and the class tvent for a 
ride in Cate’s big boat sleigh. 
That meant four horses for 
power, with plenty of straw to 
sit on and buffalo robes for 
warmth. Those were the good 
old days, sleighing in the crisp 
winter air, with a stop enroute 
for hot chocolate, and songs Ail- 
ing the air accompanied by the 
jingling bells on the horses. 

But still. Wo boys v^ere not al- 
ways Saints, for I remember on6 
day in the seventh grade, the 
boy behind me snapped his hand- 
kerchief at my neck, and when 
I made an outcry, the teacher. 
Miss Emily Dyer, said “Jimmy, 
what were you doing?” and Jim- 
my replied, “I was wiping my 
nose, teacher, and the handker- 
chief slipped.” But while in that 
same room, I remember more 
vividly the day I was sent into 
the coat room as punishment for 
some misdemeanor, perhaps 
snapping a spit-ball off my ruler 
onto the ceiling. While I was 
closeted there, my mother ar- 
rived to call on the teacher and 
see how I was getting along in 
my studies. (I was getting 
along, but not very well at that 
moment, thank you!) My moth- 
er looked around and, of course, 
asked where her boy was, and 
was chagrined when I was call- 
ed from the dressing room. I 
guess my face was undoubtedly 
rod as I went to my seat. After 
Miss Dyer’s retirement from 
teaching, I called on her occas- 
ionally, and on my last visit, a 
few years ago just before .she 
passed away, I remarked to her 
of the incident, and we both had 
a good* laugh over it. 

In the ninth grade our teacher 
was H. Chapin Sawin, the prin- 
cipal of the school, and although 
among the girls and boys we 
spoke of him as “Bottley Sawin” 
due to his rotund appearance, we 
still cherish memories of his 
kindly ways, and the able man- 
ner in which he aided our erudi- 
tion. 

When Saint Patrick’s Day ar- 
rived, all the boys, by pre-ar- 
rangement, came to school wear- 
ing green neckties. And I believe 
the girls were similarly adorn- 
ed. At any late, after asking sev- 
eral of us a^out Saint Patrick, 
and why we were celebrating, 
and not getting much histori- 
cal information from us, he dele- 


gated me to go at once to the 
Public Library, and get the 
facts. I never knew why I was 
.selected to do the job, unless 
perhaps my necktie was the 
largest or the greenest. When I 
returned, I was asked to the 
platform, and had to inform the 
class what I had found out. I be- 
lieve that occasion was my first 
official Introduction to the Ref- 
erence Room of the Public Li- 
brary. I happened to be in this 
same room only recently, and 
Ned Childs, a classmate through 
all the grades, was also there. 
When he left the room he said 
to me, “don’t this remind you of 
the old days?” I replied that it 
did, but I feel sure he didn’t re- 
mepiber the above incident, but 
nevertheless, he had hit the nail 
on the head. As evidence of the 
esteem and respect which all of 
his girls and boys, through the 
years, had for Mr. Sawin, an ap- 
peal was made soon after his 
death, “to accumulate a fund, 
the objects of which shall be the 
assisting of his widow, and the 
establishing of a suitable me- 
morial for the school.”

“No cas.. oi smatipox iias been 
reported In Massachusetts for 17 
years today." said Commissioner 
of Public Health. Vlado A. Get- 
tinp. "And there has not been a 
death traced to this once deadly 
killer for 21 years, and only sev- 
en since 1918," he continued. 

The last case of smallpox was 
reported in Fitchburg in 1932 
when an epidemic broke out 
there with 43 cases in the winter 
monthst^ In 1929 an epidemic 
broke out in Massachusetts with 
273 cases of smallpox and the 
greatest epidemic of all since 
colonial days was reported in 
1901-1902 when 300^ cases took 
the lives of nearly 300 persons. 

Due to vaccination, smallpox 


, is showing a rapid decline all 
over the United States with only 
6S cases recorded in 1948 as op- 
posed to an average of 349 over 
the previous five years. This is 
traced to compulsory vaccination, 
voluntary vaccination in states 
where vaccination is not re- 
quired. and the inoculation of 
10,000.000 service personnel and 
civilians working for the govern- 
ment during the war. 

The first compulsory vaccina- 
tion law was passed in Massachu- 
setts in 1856 requiring children 
to be inoculated before they 
would be allowed admission into 
public schools. Although laxly 
enforced at times, occasional epi- 
demics resulted in stricter en- 
forcement of the laws showing 
great drops in the disease espe- 


cially since detailed statistics 
have been kept on the disease 
since 1894. 

“Smallpox will come to Massa- 
chusetts in the form of an ac- 
cident. if it ever comes at all," 
according to Dr. Roy Feemster, 
director of the Communicable 
Disease Division of the Mass. 
Dept, of Public Health, “because 
of recently passed international 
agreements under the World 
Health Organization, requiring 
persons entering or leaving the 
United States to show proof of 
having been inoculated against 
this disease within one year. 
There is .however, tha possibility 
of the disease being brought in- 
to Massachusetts by persons 
from other states that have no 
vaccination laws."

(Continued from Pnge 1) 
developing ailments like heart 
disease, cancer and diabetes. 
These appear most often in the 
later years of life." 

The figures indicate even more 
clearly how typical Newton’s 
death rate is. In that six year 
period 1942 through 1947, heart 
diseases accounted for an aver- 
age 38.9 percent of all deaths in 
Newton while cancer caused 16.5 
percent and diabetes 2.9 percent. 
In other words, heart disease 
wa J besponslbW for 2*/b times as 
many deaths as cancer— and that 
is well night identical with the 
rest of the country. 

The Health Department fig- 
ures represent rfn average. How- 
ever, in compiling the crude 
death rate it was found that 
heart disease had risen from 
386.9 to 441.4 per 100,000 from 
1942 to 1947. Similarly the crude 
death rate from cancer rose from 
164.4 per. 100, 000 in 1942, to 204.5 
per 100,000 in 1947. Deaths from 
diabetes, on the other hand, de- 
creased from a high level of 43.9 
per 100,000 in 11942, to 33.7 in 
1947. 

"If Newton can continue to 
meet the problems of an aging 
population as well as it has met 
past health problems, it will con- 
tinue to be a fine place in which 
to live,” Dr. Morris declared. 
"However, the public needs more 
education concerning these prob- 
lems. A start in this direction 
has already been made by New- 
ton’s Heart Demonstration Pro- 
gram.”

Wc had the run of these estates 
which meant the grounds, or- 
chards, stables, cow barns and 
the pig stys too, If we were so In- 
clined. The wind falls of apples 
and pears were ours to cat or 
tuck into our blouses for later 
consumption, and with special 
permission we sometimes were 
allowed in the grape arbors and 
cherry trees. Occasionally, we 
were Invited into a kitchen, where 
a good-natured cook would treat 
us to some hot delicacies fresh 
from her oven. In other words, 
our status was almost a carte- 
blanchc, so no wonder we boys 
cannot forget those years and 
look back to them with happy 
iqcmorlcs. 

I mentioned in my article on 
winter fun, about our white man- 
Indian fight with a snov? fort. 
Well, we boys had a similar kind 
of fight in the summer one year, 
and it took place in the wooded 
part of the Edmands (now Mad- 
den) estate. Those who were In- 
dians were painted up appropri- 
ately, wore feathers on their 
heads and, of course, carried 
bows and arrows. Thowvhite men 
had the best accoutrement which 
we boys could muster for the oc- 
casion. We had an ideal back- 
ground for the fight, with plenty 
of large trees, bushes, and also 
a pond. Although the old ceme- 
tery adjoined this area, the 
knowledge of that fact had no 
bearing on our selection of the 
battle-field. 

Some of the boys in our crowd 
have moved away during tlie 
many intervening years, but 
there are a few of us who still 
live here in good old Newton. 
During the past weeks, while 
preparing for print those boy- 
hood memories, of which the 
above is the final Installment, I 
have enjoyed thinking over the 
old days. Meanwhile, I have just 
finished reading Peter Howard’s 
"Legs Have Ideas”. It is a stir- 
ring and thought-provoking story 
of his life and the part he played 
in the Oxford Movement, and I 
would like to close by quoting 
just a single sentence from that 
book: "Memories of childhood, 
memories of home — they are the 
fabric of li^e".

Wee Pinch Makes Fish 
Gourmet's Delight 

— 0 — 

All over Am 9 rica women are 
learning about the special good- 
ness of herbs in cookery— 
especially fish cookery. Do you 
know how herbs can lift everyday 
dishes up to feast-ddy foods, by 
adding a touch, an accent, a 
personality flavor? Are you let- 
ting thyme, tarragon, marloram, 
dill and bay leaf bring compli- 
ments to your broiled haddock, 
cod, or salmon. An Incxpenslvo 
dish can make your family sit 
up and observe, "Oh, Mom, this 
is super — it tastes different, 
somehow. Let's have it tomorrow, 
can we?” 

Let’s say you’ve been using 
sage, chili powder, celery and 
onion salt, curry powder, horse- 
radish. Maybe thyme, too, as well 
as parsley, caraway seefd, chlvcs 
and garlic occasionally. Why not 
try other "fi■ne^horbs’ as well as 
"robust herbs?” Fine herbs arc 
basil, chervile, marjoram, garden 
thyme, rosemary, tarragon, and 
chives. The robust herbs arc 
borage, wild marjoram, mint, 
sage, summer savory, winter 
savory, sorrel, caraway, fennel, 
dill, horseradish, and parsley. 
CMin stores or food specialty 
shiyps everywhere carry herb- 
seasonings. 

Of these, thyme, bay leaf and 
parsley are "considered” herbs 
especially suitable for fish cook- 
ery. Delightful surprises, how-' 
ever, await those who experience 
the specHl savoriness of other 
herbs usee, either separately or 
in special combinations. Sweet 
basil and chervil, for instance, 
are a gourmet-combination; also 
fiweet marjoram and garden 
thyme; while rosemary and tar- 
ragon make an unusual dish 
wherever you will let them. 

The English use fennel, minced 
or tied in bunches for boiling fat 
fish such as mackeiol or salmon 
—and Southern cooks agree with 
them. Others liked chopped fresh 
mint leaves or mint sauce. Still

fish. 

.lust A Whisper 
"But my family doesn't like 
highly seasoned foods,” you may 
he saying. Don’t season foods 
highly with herbs, Is our answer. 
Use Just a whisper, a wee pinch 
or more whiffle, to produce that 
magic for which herbs arc fam- 
ous. And the diplomatic way to 
introduce herbs to your family 
Is by way of herb butters. Make 
thenv-up and store them In little 
earthenware, airtight containers 
in your refrigerator. Let a piece 
of herb butter the size of a small 
nut melt atop each serving of 
broiled fish, to permeate the 
juices and blend them Into new 
richness. (Vegetables too like 
herb flavors. Use herb butters on 
string beans, pears, spinach, 
asparagus, carrots, and mush- 
room.s. ) 

To make herb butters, use un- 
saltcd butter because salted but- 
ter develops a watery fluid which 
refuses to mix with herb flavors. 
Use 2 ounces of sweet butter (4 
tbsp.) with ’/i teaspoon of any 
one of the fine herbs. First cream 
the butter, then add a few drops 
of lemon Juice. Then work in the 
herbs. Try the famous combina- 
tioa first: basil-chervil or sweet 
marjoram-garden thyme or rose- 
mary-tarragon. One thing to re- 
member is that ONE tablespoon 
of fresh herbs, chopped, 4s equal 
to half a teaspoon of dried chop- 
ped herbs and U teaspoon of 
powdered herbs. Just before 
using herb butter, season It with 
salt and pepper— perhaps add a 
tcaspoonful of chopped chives or 
pp’slcy. 

Baked Fillets Horentlne With 
Herb Butter 
lla lbs. fish fillets 
3 c. cooked, seasoned spinach 
3 tbsp. vegetable shortening 
3 tbsp. flour 
•74 isp. 'jalt 
VI tsp. pepper 
l\ii c. milk 
'.J c. grated cheese 
1 c. soft bread crurnbs, buttered 
Put fish in saucepan with 1 
qt. w'atcr, 2 tsp. salt, a bay leaf, 
and 2 tbsp vinegar (tarragon 
vinegar if possible). Bring to a 
boil; then simmer 10 minutes, or 
until tender. Place spinach in 
shallow greased baking dish and 
arrange fillets over top. Make a 
sauce by melting shortening in 
saucepan, adding flour, salt, pep- 
per, and blending well. Add milk 
gradually, stirring constantly, 
and cook until thickened. Add 
cheese. Pour over fish In baking 
dish and sprinkle with crumbs. 
Bake in hot oven (425 degrees 
F.) 20 minutes or until crumbs 
are browned. After turning off 
oven heat, dot top of the dish 
with 2 or 3 small balls of basil- 
chervil butter ... let melt while 
the rest of the meal is being as- 
sembled to serve. This dish serves 
6 to 8 . 

Broiled Fish Epicurean 
Have a 3-pound haddock or 
cod cleaned and dressed by your 
market man. Wipe with damp 
soft cloth and dry thoroughly. 
Score the skin with 2 to 3 diagon- 
al cuts of a knife, and fill gashes 
with butter. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper; brush all over with 
melted butter. Grill skin side up 
in a preheated broiling compart- 
ment at 550 degrees F., 4 inches 
from flame, until skin is well 
scared and bubbly. Turn and grill 
flesh side up, until fish flakes 
when tried with a fork. Turn off 
heat, place on heated platter, and 
put 3 or 4 balls of herb butter on 
top of fish. Leave in oven until 
ready to bring to table. Garnish 
with watercress. Serves 6 to 8 . 


Baked Haddock In SpanlKh 
.. Herb Sauce 

1’4 Ibfl. fresh or frozen haddock 
fillets 

3 tbsp. mlnccd onion 
3 tbsp. minced celery ' 

U c. butter, fortified margarine , 
or salad oil I

1 No. 2 can tomatoes {2M cups) 

1 tsp. salt 

Ik tsp. pepper

arrange in gronsed, shallow bak- 
ing dish.

Then add re- 
maining ingredients, and bring 
to a boll. Pour over fish, and 
bake In hot oven (450 degrees F.) 
30 to 40 minutes, or until fish 
flakes easily. Serves 5. Any fish 
fillets may be substituted for 
haddock.

Berlin Airlift 
Has Real Higli 
Safely Reeord 

— O — 

The Berlin Airlift has a high- 
er safety record than the over- 
all safety record of the Air 
Force, Colonel Robert V. Gar- 
rett, Chief Pilot for the Civil 
Aeronautics Board reported on 
return from Germany, recently. 

Colonel Garrett believes this 
record Is brought about by two 
factors w’hich he says may well 
be incorpbrated into. flying along 
the U. S. civil alrilncs. They 
are: airlift planes carry a third 
cockpit member — the flight en- 
gineer; and airlift dispatching 
staggers its planes so that not 
two planes on a level channel 

are nearer than nine minutes 

from each other. 

Directly responsible for all 
aircraft entering the Berlin cor- 
ridor is the Air Traffic Control 
operated by the Airw’ays and 
Air Communications Service 
(AACS). This agency is the 

major communications system 
of the U. S. Air Force and op- 
erates airways and navigational 
aids for Air Force planes 

throughout the world. 

It is believed in aviation cir- 
cles that the airlift’s high rec- 
ord of safety is partly due to 
the fact that only Military Air 
Transport Service (MATS) and 
MATS trained pilots fly the cor- 
ridors, and also due to the ver- 
satility of USAF pilots, air traf- 
fic control, maintenance and ra- 
dar personnel. Instrument, 
cross country, and all types of 
navigation are common practi- 
ces to these USAF airmen. Even 
if a flight in the airlift were 
cleared to the tower from the 
range or beacon by Visual Flight 
Rules, the pilot flies the same 
pattern he would use as if he 
were using Ground Controlled 
Approach (GCA). In this w’ay 
he maintains his proficiency for 
forthcoming instrument flights 
whenever German w’eathor clos- 
es In. Ten GCA units operated 
by AACS are presently in use 
for the airlift, the latest of 
which includes a new air trans- 
portable unit flown from the U. 
S. and set up at Tempelhof.

considered: What kind of citizens 
do wo want? What experiences 
must people have to gain that 
kind of citizenship? Which of 
these experiences must the school 
offer? What space and equip- 
ment is needed for these exper- 
iences? There is no such thing 
as a good school aside from the 
program it is designed to house. 
According to Mr. Marshall, there 
are four characteristics that a 
Community School should have: 
It should be functional; it should 
be adaptable— education is con- 
■Stantly changing; it should be 
safe and healthful; it should be 
beautiful, something we can be 
proud of; and it should be econo- 
mical, not costing too much for 
the value received nor taking too 
large a proportion of community 
resources. The school building 
reflects the way in which it serves 
the community. 

Following Mr. Marshall’s talk, 
a five-member panel spoke infor- 
mally and briefly. David Tlbbott, 
chairman of the school commit- 
tee highlighted the ways in which 
Newton schools are now being 
used for community purposes, 
including 36 courses in Adult Edu- 
cation. Dr. Homer Anderson, 
superintendent of schools, de- 
scribed the steps already taken 
in the school building program, 
with the view that the child 
should live in a broader com- 
munity than just a classroom. 
His education is not complete 
without experiences in dramatics, 
listening to and taking part in 
musical programs, athletics, and 
access to libraries. Thus gymna- 
siums and auditoriums are essen- 
tials, not fads, and should be built 
so that they are accessible 
through separate entrances with- 
out opening or heating the whole 
school building. 

Mrs. Arnold Barker, speaking 
as a parent, said that the many 
friends and neighbors whom she 
had interviewed had expressed 
the part of the younger element approval of present plans for

Senatoi Lee In 
Favor of Jury 

Service for Women

I give my unqualified support 
to the principal of juiy service 
for women in Ma.ssachusetts, as 
I have done for many years in 
the past,” Senator Richard H. 
Lee said in a statement to the 
League of Women Voters of 
Newton this week. "I favor the 
mandatory bill (H. 1551) filed by 
the League of Women Voters of 
Massachusetts; but will also vote 
for the permissive measure 
IS. 180) if that is the one pre- 
sented to the legislature. The 
time is past due for Massachu- 
setts to keep in stop with other 
states in the nation who have 
recognized the fact that women 
are full fledged citizens, and as 
such should assume the respon- 
sibilities as well as the privileges 
of their citizenship. A woman’s 
duty to her home should extend 
to the community in which her 
family lives. By taking part in 
the jury system, a woman will 
be a better informed citizen and 
will be better equipped to train 
her children for the responsibility 
of citizenship.” 

Several members of the League 
of Women Voters of Newton at- 
tended the hearing of the jury 
service for women bills before 
the Judiciary Committee of the 
legislature. Among those re- 
corded in favor of jury service 
for women are Michael T. Kel- 
leher, former president of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
Judge Jennie Loitman Barron, 
Mayor Daniel B. Brunton of 
Springfield, Thomas H. Mahoney, 
Attorney Samuel P. Sears oif 
Newton, and representatives of 
the State Federation of Labor, 
Massachusetts .CIO, the Business 
and Professional Women’s Clubs, 
the Civil Liberties Union, Amer- 
icans For Democratic Action, the 
American Association of Univer- 
sity Women, and ihe Boston 
Woman’s City Club. The League- 
I sponsored bill, S. 1551, requires 
I women to serve on juries with 
certain exemptions such as 
' mothers of children under 16 
' years of age, if they so request.

Anatomy of Heart 

Subject of Course 

— 0 — 

A five pound beef heart came 
into its own last Monday at the 
Newtonville Library. It was used 
to illustrate the anatomy and 
physiology of the heart at the 
second session of the Health De- 
partment’s course on "The Pub- 
lic Health Aspects of Heart 
Disease” being given for local 
health and welfare workers. 

By using the beef heart the 
speaker, Mr. Charles Petty, Har- 
vard Medical school student and 
former instructor in anatomy and 
physiology at the Urfiversity of 
Washington, was able to point 
out the structure and function of 
the normal heart. Mr. Petty em- 
phasized that this knowledge is 
necessary to any understanding 
of the heart diseases and the 
ways in which .they effect the 
heart. 

Mr. Daniel Sullivan, health edu- 
cator with the Newton Heart 
Demonstration Program, intro- 
duced Mr. Petty and showed 
slides and portions of films that 
demonstrated the structure and 
function of the heart. 

Forty-five persons have reg- 
istered for the Health Depart- 
ment’s heart disease course. The 
remaining six sessions include 
lectures on: Causes, Types and 
Prevalence of Heart Disease; 
Diagnosia and Treatment of 
Heart Disease; Public Health 
Principles in Heart Disease; Vol- 
untary and Official agencies 
Concerned with Heart Disease; 
Role of Agency Personnel in 
Heart Disease Control; and The 
Community Heart Program 
(panel discussion). 

Dr. Egon K. Kattwinkel, chair- 
man of the Cardiac Program 
Cojnmittee, medical advisory 
committee to the Health Depart- 
ment’s Heart Demonstration Pro- 
gram, and Dr. Walter O. Blan- 
chard, member of the commit- 
tee, will speak next week on the 
"Causes, Types and Prevalence 
of Heart Disease,” Dr .Ernest 
M. Morris, director of the New- 
ton Health Department an- 
nounced.

Boston Edison Co. 
Piesident Issues 
Annual Report

President James V. Toner made 
the following statement to stock- 
holders of Boston Edison Com- 
pany at the annual meeting held 
Tuesday. 

“Operating revenues for the 
first two months of 1949 show a 
decline of 3.4 per cent from the 
first two months of 1948. A 
large part of the reduction is the 
result of smaller sales to other 
utilities which have had better 
water conditions at hydroceletric 
plants than a year ago. To a 
smaller degree revenues arc 
lower because of the rate reduc- 
tion of last December, estimated 
at $612,000 per annum. 

“We see some signs in our load 
curve over the last two months 
of a slowing-up in business in 
our territory, but up to date not 
pronounced enough to be con- 
sidered as a trend. 

“Boston Edison is launching an 
aggressive campaign to build our 
electric load, particularly in the 
homes in our territory. This 
campaign is being aided by the 
current trend toward lower prices 
for many of the important home 
applicances. There is also in- 
creasing knowledge on the part 
of the public that they get more 
for the dollar they spend for 
electricity than for any other 
dollar in the family budget.”

The MTA In a problem child, 
said one of the mayors who spoke 
before the Committee on Metro- 
politan Affairs. To solve this 
problem all four mayors— Rey- 
nolds of Everett. Neville of Cam- 
bridge, Harrington of Salem, and 
Curley of Boston, declared that 
tl% entire State should bear the 
burden and responsibility as it 
is there problem as well as that 
of the 14 cities and towns. Mr. 
John Atkinson, city manager of 
Cambridge, says it is a good bill 
and it should pass. He said that 
Newton would lose $1122 in taxes 
but it would gain $70,000 in what 
it has to pay to the deficit. Mr. 
Edward Dana, general manager 
of the MTA, pleaded for the pas- 
sage of the Governor’s bill. He 
said that failure now to accom- 
plish this result will leave the 
transit faced with either contin- 
ued deficits or a substantial in- 
crease in the existing fares. This 
bill, he said, relieves costs. There 
were not many who spoke in 
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favor of the bill. The auditorium ! 
did not have more than 100 i 
people present. Those present | 
consisted of mayors, councillors, 
selectmen. State senators and | 
representatives. A few women 
were present who represented the 
western part of the State. Senator 
Lee, member of the committee, 
said he agrees in some parts and 
disagrees in others, and opposes 
diverting money from gas taxes 
as the voters voted on referendum 
that taxes be used only for high- 
ways and the general public 
wants good faith. He suggested 
increased fares to ease the situ- 
ation. Representative Vaughan. 
Belmont, questioned Senator Lee 
on the definition of highways.' 
Both were interrupted in their 
repartee. Rep. Vaughan went to 
! a roll call in the Hou.se. and Sen- 
ator Lee to answer a phone call. 

I The meeting was rather quiet 
1 and much humor was passed 
about. Mr. Sidney Von Loesecke 
of Newton, representing the A. 
L. A., spoke against the use of 
the gasoline tax. He then said 
he also wished to speak as a 
“plain citizen”, saying that he 
favors increased fares and not 
the use of gasoline tax. 

Lobster fishermen were pres- 
ent in large groups at the State 
House protesting the various 
bills before the Committee on 
Conservation. H. 835 petition to 
increase license fee from $5 to 
$25 for catching and the protec- 
tion of lobsters was strongly op- 
posed. 

H. 437 before Committee on 
Education was strongly pro- 
tested. This bill was transferred 
to Municipal Finance Committee. 
This bill takes away the power 
from the School Committee and 
leaves the committee a mere shell. 
The School Committee has no say 
as to expenditures of money and 
their budgets without approval 
of mayors, the Board of Aider- 
man or selectmen. This petition 
was favored by the Massachu- 
setts Mayors’ Association. Supt. 
of Schools Anderson of Newton 
and school superintendents from 
all over the State opposed this 
bill. Womens’ clubs and Prof. 
Wm. J. O’Keefe of Boston Col- 
lege Law School opposed the bill. 

Two attempts have been made 
in the House to elect a sargeant- 
at-arms, with no success. It will 
be tried again on Monday on the 
order of Rep. O’Brien, Fall River. 

The Legislative Committee on 
Taxation set aside four days for 
public hearings on Governor Dov- 
er’s tax proposals. The hearings 
will be held March 23 and 24 and 
again on April 6 and 7.

NOTES 

1. All street bond issues are to be within the debt limit, which 214% of average assessed valua- 
tions for the preceding three years. 

2. By special act, the legislature authorized a special bond issue for sewers of one million dollars 
outside the debt limit, to be issued prior to 1953. 

3. All building bond issues are outside the debt limit, by special act. Four million dollars autho- 
rized, to be issued prior to 1953. 

4. School building program recommended prior to 1951 in order that advantage may be taken 
of possible State aid, under Chapter 645, Acts of 1948, which terminate that year. Architects 
have been appointed for Franklin, Spaulding, Williams, Oak Hill Park, Ward addition. Pierce 
and Claflin. Others will be later. Land titles on certain playgrounds and sites, and other 
methods of financing now being investigated. 

5. Above estimated cost of . school buildings does not include landscaping, fences or new equip- 
ment needed for classrooms and gymnasiums. 

6. Increases in number of cla.s.srooms and buildings, which will require additional personnel and 

maintenance, will increase yearly operating expenses. ^ 

7. It will be noted that the building program througn 1952 exceeds the four million n^rk by $193,- 
500. This is off-set by yearly grants necessary from tax revenue, amounting to $47,000 or 
more, and necessary in order that bonds may be issued for a period of four years, from 1949 
to 1952. 

8. Sewer and street appropriations will be increased by similar yearly grants in order that 
bonds for those purposes may be issued.

All children who 
have received this protection in 
infancy should have a stimulat- 
ing, or "booster” (fose, given be- 
fore their entrance into school, 
as it has been found that in 
communities such as Newton 
which have been diphtheria- 
free, the immunity against the 
disease may be lost unless this 
re-inforcing dose is given. If 
parents arc unable to have their 
family physician give these in- 
oculations to their children, the 
Health Department (BI 4-4700) 
should be contacted or the Pub- 
lic Health Nurse at the nearest 
school. 

A Diphtheria Immunization 
Survey of the entering grade in 
both public and parochial 
schools is conducted yearly by 
the Health Department to de- 
termine the percentage of chil- 
dren protected against diphthe- 
ria. While the percentage has 
been 100 per cent in some schools 
the public cannot relax its vig- 
ilance agaimst this disease. Par- 
ents must protect their children 
against diphtheria by proper 
immunization and by having the 
family physician administer the 
stimulating or “booster” dose 
when necessary.

In reapon.se to the need for 
further public knowledge of heart 
di.sea.se and cancer, Newton’s No. 
1 killere, the Annual Alumnae 
Institute of the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital School of Nursing will 
be open this year to the lay pub- 
lic, Miss Marguerite Hastings, 
alumnae president, announced. 

The public program, to be held 
in the* afternoon and evening of 
April 13, will consist of films, lec- 
tures, demonstrations and ex- 
hibits by qualified physicians, sur- 
geons and nurses from the hos- 
pital and other health agencies. 
Emphasis will be given to the im- 
portance of early detection and 
treatment of the two diseases 
which, in the past six years, have 
accounted for over 50 percent of 
all deaths in this city. Miss Hast- 
ings said. A program for the pro- 
fessional group, stressing new as- 
pects in the approach to heart 
disease and cancer and to psy- 
chiatry will be conducted in the 
morning. 

Dr. Ernest M. Morris, director 
of the Newton Health Depart- 
ment, expressed the need for 
“more education concerning these 
problems” last week in reporting 
Newton’s mortality statistics.

Safety codes are enforced, too. 
A painter must prove his ability 
to climb a ladder and work on a 
staging with ability and experi- 
ence. Riggers are examined as 
to their fitness and the safety of 
their equipment. All of which 
tends to keep the unfit away 
from dangerous occupations. 
"All the way down the line the 
worker is protected, sometimes 
from himself, and management 
obtains the ultimate in efficien- 
cy.” 

A Department of Statistics 
checks on industries going out 
of business, moving to other 
States, and on new industries 
coming into Massachusetts. This 
department's records have pre- 
vented many strikes. Doctors 
employed by the Department of 
Occupational Hygene inspect 
plants, particularly those where 
chemicals and acids are used. 
They protect the public in gen-

Increased Travel to 
Bring More Accidents 

"Spring Is just around the 
corner," according to tho U. S. 
Weather Bureau. "The arrival of 
spring means much more travel 
on our highways," according to 
Chief Philip Purcell of the New- 
ton Police Department. 

This Increased travel will bring 
more accidents unless the motor- 
ists observe three ordinary pre- 
cautions: 

1. Take Time and Live. Is 

the little time gained by "step- 
ping on it" worth the hazards in- 
volved? The fellow you passed 
down the street usually catches 
up while you are stopped at the 
next light. 

2. Drive at Proper Speed 

for Conditions. A rate of 

speed which might be highly im- 
proper in one place is quite prop- 
er in another depending on traf- 
fic conditions and use of the road. 
Remember the man who was said 
to have good judgment because 
he didn't use any. 

3. Pay Attention. If you 

want to view the landscape, 
socialize, or light your pipe, pull 
over to tho side of the road and 
do so. But Pay Strict Atten- 
tion While Driving. It Will Re- 
pay You. 


Emphasize There Are Many 
Kinds pf Heart Disease 

Emphasizing that there is not one, but several kinds of heart 
disease. Dr. Egon E. Kattwlnkel, chairman, and Dr. Walter O. 
Blanchard, member of the Cardiac Program Committee, medical 
advisoiy committee to tho Newton Heart Demonstration Pro- 
gram, discussed "Causes, Types and Prevalence of Heart Disease" 
at tho third session of the Health Department’s course on "The 
Public Health Aspects of Heart Disease” held Monday at the 
Newtonville Library. 


The three more common types 
of heart disease — rheumatic, hy- 
pertensive and coronary — were 
discussed by Dr. Kattwlnkel. 

"These three kinds of heart dis- 
ease," Dr. Kattwlnkel said, "ac- 
count for about 90 per cent of 
all heart cases." 

The use of sulfa drugs to pre- 
vent recurring attacks of rheu- 
matic fever shows promise of re- 
ducing rheumatic heart disease. 
Rheumatic heart disease is now 
tho loading cause of death be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 15. 

Hypertensive and coronary 
heart disease take their toll 
chiefly among the older ago 
groups, the speaker continued, 
and are found more frequently 
among men than women. In both 
these kinds of heart disease, as 
is true of rheumatic fever, there 
seems to be a hereditai’y factor. 
Dr. Kattwlnkel declared. 


In discussing the minor causes 
of heart disease, Dr. Blanchard 
pointed out that the shorter the 
interval between discovery of the 
existence of the disease and 
treatment, the better the chances 
for control. Some of the minor 
causes of heart disease in Massa- 
chusetts, according to one study, 
are syphilis, which accounts for 
about 2 per cent of all heart dis- 
ease; congenital defects, which 
account for about 1.5 per cent; 
thyroid conditions, accounting 
for about 1 per cent, and bacterial 
endocarditis, accounting for 1 to 
2 per cent.

tham Watch Band as they played 
in the open air balcony of the 
Club House. The river would be 
packed with canoes like a log 
jam of the northern country, and 
instead of clapping for encores, 
everybody slapped their hands on 
the sides of the canoes, with 
deafening result. Sometimes we 
spent part of the evening inside 
the Club enjoying the dance.'’ 

All day picnics with basket 
lunches became very popular on 
Saturdays and holidays and then 
parties of two or three canoe 
loads of we young men and our 
girl friends found great enjoy- 
ment. After the Puritanical ban 
on Surtday amusements had sort 
of ameliorated, we sometimes 
spent a Sabbath in the same 
manner. When portable vlctrolas 
j came into the market, and one 
i canoe was dispensing music, 
I other canoes gathered around and 
■ the group floated down the river 
I together, singing songs to the 
I popular airs, '^here may have 
I been some romance to a two-some 
I canoe trip, and undoubtedly there 
I was; but the whole atmosphere 
( of the occasion in the open air 
under the moon and stars was 
much preferable to the present 
automobile parking on lonely dark 
roads. And besides, we fellows 
had to keep one eye on our 
watches, as we were obliged to 
make the last train from River- 
side, for If we missed that, it 
meant walk over to Common- 
wealth Avenue so as to be sure 
and catch the last trolley to 
Newton. And in those days we 
were supposed to get our girls 
home before midnight, or else! 

You may not realize il, but the 
Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion has been in existence in this 
country for at least 100 years, 
and the boys’ branch of that work 
was' organized 80 years ago in 
Salem, Mass. During the early 
1890’s, when the Newton Y.M.C.A. 
had their rooms on the second 
floor of the Bacon Block, Wash- 
ington street, there were about 
thirty of us Newton Corner boys 
who signed a petition to the 
Directors of that organization, 
asking that a Boys’ Branch be 
organized. At least a half dozen 
of those boys still reside here In 
the Newton Corner section, and 
some of them have been active on 
the "Y" board during the inter- 
vening years. A gymnasium was 
opened in the hall of the old 
Nonantum Block which then stood 
on the crest of a slight rise on 
the northerly side of the Square. 

I understand some of that old 
building is still the rear section 
of part of the present block on 
Washington sLieei. in vs-hich 


Woolworth, Waldorf, and other 
stores are now located. A Golden 
Jubilee of the formation of this 
Boys’ Branch wa.s held In 1920 
In Somerville, and Newton sent 
20 delegates to the exercises and 
banquet. The boy’s activities of 
all Y.M.C.A. ’s are well known to 
everybody as one of 4he founda- 
tions of good citizenship. 

I am not sure when the first 
Telephone Exchange was estab- 
lished in Newton Corner, but I 
do remember the one in a room 
on the second floor of the block 
.opposite the Library. My im 
pression is that this Exchange 
was the original one. At any 
rate, we boys used to drop in 
there during the evenings occa- 
sionally, to visit the lone night 
operator, and I think the young 
man’s name was Grant. There 
was not much business going on 
there after eight o’clock, so we 
would sit up at the board which 
accommodated two or three extra 
positions besides the operator 
himself. We would put receivers 
on our heads, and by throwing a 
switch, the operator let us hear 
all his in and out going calls. Is 
it any wonder that we boys knew 
what was going on in local 
circles? This same night tele- 
phone operator was the lad who 
played the chime bells at Grace 
Church, and we sometimes visited 
him in the Church Tower when 
he was on duty there. If any 
discordant notes were hoard by 
the populace as the hymns pealed 
forth, it could have been laid to 
some of us amateurs, when we 
were allowed occasionally to pull 
one of the levers that rang the 
chimes. 

Long before I reached my "teen 
years" some of the older boys had 
bicycles which were of the high 
wheel variety but we were too 
young to manipulate them. We 
could climb onto a fence and 
then get onto the bicycle seat, 
but our feet didn’t come within 
a mile of reaching the pedals. 

Racing on these high bicycles 
was just coming into vogue and 
there were two young Newton 
fellows who were becoming pro- 
ficient at it. One was named 
Burnham, and the other was 
Arthur Porter. As Arthur lived 
in the neighborhood he was our 
idol, and as he began to gather 
in the prizes and medals we I

looked upon him as something 
rather wonderful. He raced 
Burnham in a practice trial one 
day and they came down Centre 
street hill toward the finish at 
the Railroad Station. We boys 
were having a scrub game of 
ball in a vacant lot on Centre 
'Street, almost opposite Benning- 
ton street, an, dstopped playing 
when we saw Arthur coming down 
on his high bike. Instead of| 
pedalling down the hill, he was 
coasting, which meant his legs 
were over the handle bars with 
feet hanging. His speed was 
terrific as he passed us half way 
down the hill, and all we could 
remark was, "gee — supposing 
his front wheel should hit a 
rock?” But he sped on to victory, 
and we were denied seeing him 
catapulted through tffc air. The 
low bicycle or safety as It was 
called, with hard rubber cushion 
tires soon came into use, and 
when the pneumatic tire was in- 
vented, the bicycle business be- 
gan to boom. Race tracks were; 
built with the contests in thei 
evenings, and the next step was 
for the xacers to follow tandem 
pacers, who cut the wind. I 
remember seeing xaces at the 
Waltham Track and at Charles 
River Track located on Massa- 
chusetts Ave. on the Cambridge 
side of Harvard Bridge. Arthur 
Poster was a q^rawing card at 
these events, just as Jimmy 
Michael later became a National 
character in the biccle racing 
sport.

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News Ffom The 
State House

It Is Interesting to know that 
the Committee on Judiciary has 
now approved the bills on women 
for jury duty filed In the Hou.se 
by the Mass. League of Women 
Voters and Senator Cutler with 
various amendments attached. 
Several members of the commit- 
tee dissented and allowed them- 
selves opened for further discus- 
sion. In paragraph 2 "If they 
request such exemption" was 
stricken out. Another "to ex- 
clude women with children under 
16 years of age” and "allow any 
woman who states to the court 
she would be embarrassed listen- 
ing to testimony or jury room 
dLcusslon, by cases that involve 
salacious testimony”. 

Employees in fraternal benefit 
societies upon reaching the re- 
tirement ago do not receive a 
pension when employed more 
than 10 years. A petition, H. 1550, 
sponsored by Rep. John S. Whit- 
temore, ranking member of the 
House of Representatives, asked 
that some provision be made to 
protect these employees. He cited 
several cases before the Commit- 
tee on Insurance, of which he Is 
a member, that two ladies in the 
employ of a fraternal benefit so- 
I ciety, one working 50 years and 
the other 47 years upon retlre- 
I ment, had no provision accord- 
' ing to law to protect them with 
a pension. He asked that the 
law be amended to allow pensions 
to be paid. At the present time 
there is a law which allows a 
pension for persons employed In 
societies for 10 years. The bill 
will be revamped and reclarifled 
with the assistance of the Com- 
missioner. Many persons were 
in favor. No opposition. 

The City of Newton is called 
the Garden City and to keep it 
so we must do everything pos- 
sible to maintain the good name. 
H. 123, filed by Rep. Partridge 
of Watertown and others, re- 
quests the MDC restore and 
maintain the rolling dam on the 
Charles River at Bemis st, in the 
City of Newton and Town of 
Watertown, make all necessary 
improvements that will tend to 
produce a better sanitary and 
scenic effect in the vicinity. The 
money required for this improve- 
ment would come from the Stor- 
row Fund through the MDC. Rep. 
George Rawson also spoke in 
lavor. 

Many members of the General 
Court are dissatisfied with the 
salary they now receive. H. 1027, 
before the Committee on Public 
Service, asks that an increase 
in the regular compensation be 
made. General Court members 
now receive $2,750 a year, plus 
expenses between $10 and $14.50 
a week. 

About 150 people, mostly wo 
men, were present in the Gard- 
ner Auditoriuni at a public heal- 
ing on legalizing the seizing of 
lost pets for vivisection purposes. 
The sponsor of the bill, to regu- 
late animal experimentation, 
eliminate black markets in stolen 
pets would give the owners of 
lost, strayed or stolen animals 
a much better chance to recover 
' than they now enjoy. Another 
I bill was heard at the same hear- 
ing calling for State licensing of 
1 animals. The opponents of this 
; bill charged that this measure 
I would legalize the present prac- 
I tice by placing it under the direc- 
I tion of the State Police with a 
I State fee of 50 cents for each ex- 
! perlment. There was much op- 
position, booing and hissing. 

If the ladies of Newton like 
their Toni Wave they better at- 
tend a hearing on March 31 be- 
fore the Committee on Public 
Health. Various bills will be 
heard that day for the purpose 
to prohibit sale of home wave 
kits to anyone except a licensed 
hairdresser, which raises a ques- 
tion of safety. 

A fiat rate car insurance bill 
for the entire State was defeated 
in the House 149 to 79. 

MDC recommends the construc- 
tion of a parkway from the Hor- 
ace James Circle, Hammond Pond 
Parkway in Brookline, through 
the southerly part of the City of 
Newton to Needham at the cost 
of $2,200,000. The hearing on the 
recommendation for such con- 
struction was postponed two 
weeks. Date w-ill be announced 
later.

Rep. Whitmoie, Jr. 
Favors Jury Duty

Rep. Howard Whitmore, Jr., in 
an interview with the League of 
Women Voters of Newton this 
week, declared himself unequivo- 
cally in favor of jury service for 
women. 

In offering support of the 
League-sponsored bill, H. 1551, 
Rep. Whitmore said, "For many 
years in the past I have given my 
support to the principal of jury 
service for women and I still do. 
In view of the fact that the 
people of Massachusetts voted 
two to one in 1946 for women 
jury service, I consider that the 
Legislature has a mandate to 
pass without further delay a bill 
such as that filed by the League 
of Women Voters. 

"It is an American principle 
that a jury be drawn from a 
cross-section of the community. 
A jury of men only certainly 
does not meet this requirement. 
Thus, I consider that jury serv- 
ice is not only a right but also a 
duty to be assumed by all the 
voters, regardless of sex, race, 
color, creed or class. Passage of 
a bill to extend jui-y service to 
women would be within the spirit 
of Massachusetts’ tradition as 
the birth-place of American lib- 
erty.” 

H. 1551 was filed at the re- 
quest of the League of Women 
Voters of Massachusetts and re- 
quires women to serve on juries, 
with certain exemptions added 
to those in the present law. They 
include mothers of children under 
16 years of ago, if they request 
exemption; also Christian Science 
practitioners and readers, trained 
nurses, assistants in hospitals, 
attendant nurses and members 
of religious orders.

News From The State House 

By HELEN L. R ING 

With millions of dollars In the bank as a real surplus. Mayors 
and other municipal officials urged the Legislature to instruct 
Henry Long. Commissioner of Taxation to distribute this money 
among cities and towns so that they can cut their tax rates $1.00 
to $2.00. Mr. Long was the only opponent. 

There were more than 15 bills heard on Wednesday before the 
Committee on Taxation. 

Election of judges was advocated by labor union officials and 
opposed by the Boston Bar Association, prominent lawyers, before 
the Committee on Constitutional Law. 

A pathetic scene took place in the Auditorium before the 
Committee on Education as one GI after another marched up 
to plead for the enactiuent of H. 1293. Each GI explained the 
serious situation they are in if they were not allowed to take 
advantage of the GI Bill of Rights. The bill is for legislation 
to qualify the Beacon Institute of Podiatry as an educational 
institution in which veterans may be enrolled under the GI Bill 
of Rights. There was an air of mystery as to why these GI’s 
were not allowed by the VA to enter the School. It was finally 
brought out by Mr. Shay, VA Director of the Board of Collegiate 
Authority that he was not in favor nor against the School but 
came to the hearing to state reasons why the school was not 
approved by the Board. He stated that the school does not meet 
the requirements. The field is overcrowded. Financial statement, 
lack of facilities, faculty too large for number of students with 
many on part time were primary factors of his argument. There 
are 6 accredited schools of podiatry In U. S. A. The Board asked 
Dean Belanghi of the Beacon Institute to set up certain stand- 
ards required by the Board. The school did not meet the stand- 
ards therefore GI’s are not permitted to attend. Dean Belanghi 
in defense of the school stated that many graduates are now 
employed in various hospitals in Mass. That there is no over- 
crowded field of chiropody and at the present time the school 
Is not under the jurisdiction of the Dept, of Education. About 
150 men and women were present and each recorded itself as in 
favor of the bill H. 1293^. The opponents were Academy of Podia- 
try with a membership of 200. 

The Secretary of the Communists Party told the Committee 
on Education that there are 1500 members in the party and each 
strongly opposed to the enactment of H. 442 — that the teach- 
ing of atheistic communism be prevented to safeguard the Chris- 
ian ideals of American education. The sponsors of this bill filed 
an amendment which* will be heard later. There was a great deal 
of repartee between the secretary of the Communists Party and 
committee members. Senator Whittier and Rep. Putnam denounced 
Communism and said they doubted if the legislature should tell 
college professors what they should teach. Mrs. Warren Whit- 
man, legislative agent for the Mass. Federation of Women’s Clubs 
also spoke in favor of the bill. Former Rep. Henry Shattuck ap- 
peared against the bill. He called the bill unnecessary because 
an anti-anarchy law passed last year prohibits any teacher from 
advocating overthrow of the governj;nent by force. 

The Senate passed to be engrossed the repeal of Proportional 
Representation. It will now be heard in the House on Tuesday, 
April 5. 

Before the Comittee on Welfare, Dr. Perkins, State Mental 
Health Commissioner asked for a haven in behalf of 4200 men- 
tally ill children now awaiting hospital and schools to be built 
for them by the State. He asked the legislature to approve a 
building construction programme to cost* $14,000,000. American 
Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars and others spoke in favor of 
this program. 

To all young people 16 years and over it is good news to 
.hear Registrar of Motor Vehicles R. P. King say that he is op- 
posed to deny the right to persons under 18 years of age to drive 
motor vehicles. He said that the largest percentage of automo- 
bile accidents was caused by drivers between 19 and 26. 

The State Senate rejected the bill to allow juries to recom- 
mend the life term instead of the death sentnee for 1st degree 
murder. The vote of the Senate ends the measure for this session 
of the Legislature. 

A public hearing will be held before the Committee on Edu- 
cation on the proposal to clarify the equal pay law on April 18. 

Bills calling for increased benefits for Mass, aged have been 
recommended for further study by the Legislative Committee 
on Pensions and Old Age Assistance. They will probe the advis- 
ability of establishing a $75.00 a month minimum old age assist- 
ance payment and creation of a state pension system to provide 
$600.00 a year pension for people over 65.

The Rev. Wm. J. Wlltenburg, 
Ji*., chaplain at the ReformatoiY 
for Women at Framingham, was 
the speaker at the Newton Rotary 
Club on Monday. His subject 
was; "The Place of Religion and 
the Treatment of Delinquents". 

Introduced by Joseph Perry, 
Rev. Wlltenburg, Jr., said in part: 
It is the responsibility of every 
citizen to correct the evil condi- 
tions in our correction laws. He 
mentioned the fact that Massa- 
chusetts was the home of the 
probation and parole laws, but 
we haven’t lived up to our repu- 
tation. He talked somewhat about 
the Van Waters hearings, and 
mentioned the fact that popular 
opinion shown at those hearings 
was very heartening. He stated 
that the rightful place of Chris- 
tian religion in the Reformatory 
for Women was; 

(1) To supply the Incentive or 
philosophy for everything done 
in the care of delinquents. Mod- 
ern penology demands that we 
realize that the individual is im- 
portant and that the label given 
the individual is only a symptom 
that should be treated as such, 
realizing that the individual is a 
human being. 

(2) They believe in the possi- 
bility of rehabilitation at any 
age of life under proper condi- 
tions and that religion helps pro- 
duce those proper conditions. It 
is incredible that the Department 
of Correction should deny those 
possibilities. 

(3) Realizing that everyone is 
different and cannot be treated 
exactly alike, they treat as to in- 
dividual needs. 

(4) The Christian religion re- 
quires that we realize that pun- 
ishment is not an end in itself 
but is only part of the treatment. 
An offender is not punished be- 
cause he is an offender but as 
an effort to rehabilitate her. 

It was brought to our attention 
that each one of us should make 
a great effort and that the Re- 
formatory should seek legisla- 
tion to assure enlightened human 
Christian care or treatment of of- 
fenders and make this our re- 
sponsibility.

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by the Newton Health Depart- 
ment for professional health and 
welfare personnel. 

In combating rheumatic heart 
disease. Dr. Rutstein indicated, 
it is Important that facilities be 
available for diagnosis of its 
chief cause, rheumatic fever, 
since recognition of this disease 
is difficult. For those who have 
had rheumatic fever, avoiding 
recurrent attacks is the ob- 
jective. 

Prevention of obesity is of im- 
portance in the control of some 
forms of heart disease, the 
speaker continued. Especially in 
the types of heart disease 
caused by arteriosclerosis and 
hypertension is the weight fac- 
tor significant. The extra pounds 
are believed to place and added 
strain on the already burdened 
heart. Dr. Rutstein said, citing 
statistics which show higher 
death rates among overweight 
persons. 

A recently discovered proce- 
dure which is effective in avert- 
ing congenital heart disease is 
the protection of pregnant wo- 
men from exposure to German 
measles, the lecturer pointed 
out. Control of heart disease Re- 
sulting from diphtheria, hyper- 
thyroidism, or syphilis consists 
of prompt management of the 
underlying cause. 

Dr. Rutstein concluded that, 
in view of the recent develop- 
ments in the prevention and 
treatment of heart disease, 
there is new hope for a com- 
munity-wide approach to heart 
disease control.

Chief Philip Purcell of the 
Newton Police Department 
states: If you drive at night — 
remember — 

More people are killed in ac- 
cidents happening at night than 
during the daytime. Modern 
sealed beam headlamps were 
developed to help correct this 
condition. Properly aimed for 
country driving on unlighted 
highways, these lights will give 
you a stronger, better driving 
light, but one that is danger- 
ously glaring when thrown into 
ti*e eyes of approaching dirvers. 
Obey the law and tilt your 
lights: When approaching with- 
in 500 feet of an Oncoming 
vehicle. When flrlving on well- 
llghteii highways. 

If you see a School Bus — 
Remember — W hen approaching 
a school bus which has stopped 
to take on or discharge passen- 
gers. the law now requires you 
to stop immediately before pass- 
ing no mater in which direction 
you are moving. Having stop- 
ped, you may then proceed to 
pass at not more than 10 miles 
per hour if you can do so 
safely. 

This does not apply when ap 
proaching from the opposite di- 
rection on a divided highway 
nor unless the bus carries the 
“School Bus” sign.

1812 House to Open 
Season On Saturday

The 1812 House of Framing- 
ham, Mass., once a private house 
owned by the same family for 
almost a century, and now a dis- 
tinctive country restaurant, will 
open for the 1949 season on Sat- 
urday, April 2. 

The restaurant has been com- 
pletely redecorated fot the new 
season, according to Richard 
Treadway, president of the Tread- 
way Inns which has operated the 
1812 House since 1946. The new 
features include a garden room 
with a pool and fountain sur- 
rounded by tropical plants, and 
a luncheon room — for men only 
— with large tables and chairs, 
and fast service. 

Ann Nlsbet, a featured member 
of Phil Spltalny’s All Girl Or- 
chestra, will play the harp during 
the dinner hour at the country 
inn, which is 40-mlnutes drive 
from Boston on Route 9. The 
new resident manager is Roblc 
Faulkner, who has been with the 
Treadway Inns for 20 years. 

Emulating European custom, 
the 1812 House will serve table 
wine, red or white, with each 
meal. Frank Schoonmakcr, the 
New York vintner, is stocking the 
cellar with domestic and import- 
ed wines. The inn’s food special- 
ties include clam chowder, roast 
beef (as thick or rare as re- 
quested), baked Maine potatoes, 
and tossed green salads. 

A gracious example of Colonial 
architecture, the inn stands by an 
old Indian trail, which later be- 
came the Bay Path, linking the 
Bay Colony with the Lower Con- 
necticut Valley, and finally. The 
Turnpike. The site was originally 
part of Salem End, so named by 
the Colonists who fled there to 
escape the Salem witch hunts. 
This in turn became Framingham 
Center.

April Inspection 

Of Autos Announced

Registrar of Motor Vehicles, 
Rudolph F. King, announcen the 
first periodic inspection of 1949 
which takes place during the 
month of April. Every motor 
vehicle registered In Massachu- 
setts prior to May 1, and which 
Is operated on our highways at 
any time during the month of 
April, must pass inspection and 
display the new April 1949 sticker 
on the first of May. 

The new sticker is to be placed 
in the lower right-hand corner of 
the windshield and in no other 
place. All old stickers must be 
removed. 

As. of April 30 last year there 
there were 963,000 vehicles regis- 
tered in Massachusetts. The reg- 
istration figures to date show a 
considerable increase over last 
year and it Is estimated that on 
April 30 this year there will be 
over one million vericles regis- 
tered. 

Completing the inspection of 
these frehicles will call for the 
greatest co-operation from the 
public. Motorists are warned to 
have the inspection made as early 
in April as possible so as to avoid 
the congestion which always oc- 
curs near the end of the month. 
No consideration will be given 
to those who delay and then find 
themselves unable to have an in- 
spection completed before May 1. 
In the first week of May last year 
there were 1725 prosecutions for 
failure to have had an inspection 
made. Motorists should take 
heed from this if they will not 
take my advice. Start now to 
put your car In proper condition 
for inspection on April 1.
